Some Facts About The Settlement 
And Organization of Perry County 


Perry County was created by an act of 
the legislature of the State of Illinois at its 
fifth session held in the State Capitol building 
in Vandalia, beginning December 4, 1826 
and ending February 19, 1827. The act was 


approved January 29, 1827 by Ninian Edwards 
Governor. , 


The first appointed office holder in. the 
county was Humphrey B. Jones. Mr. Jones 
was appointed Clerk of the Circuit Court 
on February 19, 1827 by T. W. Smith, 
Associate Judge of the Supreme Court. Mr. 
Jones’ first responsibility was call and hold 
an election in the County of Perry. Election 
was to elect three County Commissioners, 
a Sheriff and a Coroner. 

Elected County Commissioners were John 
R. Hutching, David H. Mead and Elijah 
Wells’ Joseph Wells, Sheriff; and Amos 
Anderson Coroner. All elected officials were 
sworn in June 4, 1827. Their first act was to 
appoint Humphrey B.: Jones County Clerk 
and Daniel Dry, County Treasurer ,Governor 
Ninian Edwards then appointed Humphrey B. 
Jones as Recorder in Perry County. This 
completed the organization of the new County. 

The County Commissioners appointed a 
three (3) man committee to select a site for 
a County Courthouse. The committee re~ 
commended that the best site would be the east 
half of the north west quarter of Section 24 
in Township 5 Range 3 containing 80 acres. 
The Board accepted the recommendation. 
The site of 80 acres was purchased for 
$100.00 and 20 acres was to be surveyed 
in tracts and lots, streets and alleys with a 
public square. The original plat of Pinckney- 
ville was executed July 21, 1829 and re- 
corded in the Office of Recorder in Deed 
Record A on page 39 where by under this 
act of the Legislature creating the County, 
it was provided the County be named Perry 
and the County Seat should be named Pinck- 
neyville. 


A public sale of lots was order and in 
early 1828, 24 lots were sold for $1,223.28 
for an average of $50.95 each. 

Records show other towns and villages 
were incorporated as follows: 

Du Quoin - 9/20/1853 

Tamaroa - 5/14/1855 

Sunfield - 6/28/1866 

Swanwick ~- 5/27/1871 

Cutler - 2/25/1873 

Willisville - 9/8/1893 


The first Courthouse was built on the 
southeast corner of Lot 32 in the Original 
Survey of Pinckneyville. This is where Law 
Office of Hohlt, House, DeMoss and Johnson 
Law Office is located. This building was 
completed September, 1828. Adjoining the 
ogee was an enclosure for penning 

y horses, cows, hogs a i 
caught running loose. ere 
_ The second Courthouse was com 
in the fall of 1837. It was a oto 
building built where the present Courthouse 
stands taking two years for construction 
and a cost of $1,765.00. Several protests 
were heard due to the excessive cost to the 
taxpayer. 

The third Courthouse was compl i 
December 3, 1850 at a cost of $9,500.00" 

The Courthouse was again remodeled and 
added to at a cost of $9,742.00. This was 
Fi on April 10, 1897.. 

€ present Courthouse was a 
remodeled again in 1938 and i. ale 
time the cost was $52,754.00. 


Adding all these figures together, the 
Courthouse in Perry County has only cost 
the local people $71,761.00. 


Dates to Remember 


The Perry County Board of Commissioners 
meet each. Friday of every week at 1:30 
pem. The Board of Commissioners can ad- 
journ for a Special Meeting at anytime be- 
tween. regular meetings. The Chairman of 
the Board can call a Special Meeting by 
giving 24 hour notice or the other two 
(2) members can request a Special Meet- 
ing by requesting in writing to the County 
Clerk of the need for the call. The County 
Clerk must notify the news media of the 
Special Meeting call. 

The year is divided into four (4) quarters 
spring, summer, fall and winter. The Board 
adjourns Sine Die on the last Friday before 
the third Monday of each quarter ending in 
March, June, September and December. 

In addition, the County Board of Com- 
missioners are required by Law to meet 
on the second Monday of July at 10:00 a.m. 

The: County Board meetings are open to 
the public and anyone may appear before 
the Board for any problem or request that 
they feel they want to present to the Board. 
The County Clerk is the official keeper of 
the minutes for the Board. 

The County Board of Commissioners are 
also the Board of Review in Perry County. 
When assessments complaints are filed with 


the County Assessor, it becomes the duty 
of the Board of Review to personally in- 
spect where complaint is and make discussion 
if adjustments are to be made. 

When Board of Review adjourns, they 
certify the County Assessor’s Tax Valuation 
Books and they are then turned over to the 
County Clerk for tax extension purposes. 


Facts To Be Remembered 
Permanent Registration of Electors 
Perry County, Illinois 


The County Clerk is the Ex-Officio Re- 
gistration Officer of the County and each 
person before he or she is qualified to 
vote for any primary, general or special 
election at which any state officers are to be 
nominated or elected must register in person 
with the County Clerk, or a Deputy Regis- 
trar. 

No person shall be entitled to be regis- 
tered in and from any precinct unless such 
person shall by the date of the election 
next following have resided in the State six 
months, within the precinct thirty days and 
be otherwise qualified to vote at such election. 
Every applicant who shall be eighteen years 
of age or over on the day of the next elec- 
tion shall be permitted to register, if other- 
wise qualified. 

To constitute residence under this Act, 
a permanent abode and dwelling place within 
the precinct are necessary. 


Absent Voters Ballot 


Any qualified voter who will be out of the 
County on election day or is physically 
incapacitated may make application, either 
by mail or in person, to the County Clerk 
to receive an absentee ballot. If application 
is made by mail an affidavit will be mailed. 
This must be done not more than thirty 
and not less than five days prior to election. 
If application is made in person, applicant 
may fill out the application and vote in person 
at the office of the County Clerk not more 
than thirty and not less than three days 
prior to election. 


Facts About Registration 


The County Clerk’s Office is open for 
registration Monday through Friday from 
8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. except for a twenty 
eight (28) day period before each election 
held in the County. When an elector is 
registered, they are required to sign two 
registration forms, one for the master file 
and one for the poll book for their voting 
precinct. They are also issued a Voter’s 
Registration Card for their personal re- 
cord. 


General Information About 
Obtaining A Marriage License 


When to Apply: 


Both parties must appear at the County 


Clerk’s Office not sooner than one day, 
not later than fifteen days after the date 
shown on the medical certificate and blood 
test. 

Persons Who May Not Marry: 

Blood relatives (down to and including 
cousins of the first degree), persons adjudged 
as idiots and mentally ill may not marry 
under the laws of the State of Illinois. 
Important: 

Persons obtaining license in Perry County 
may NOT use the license to marry in any 
other county. License is void after thirty 
days from date of issuance. 


Qualifications - Residents of the State of 
Illinois 


Age Requirements: 


Male applicants must be 18 years of age 
or over; female applicants must be 18 years 
of age or over. However, males between 
16 and 18, and females between 16 and 18, 
may obtain a license through sworn con- 
sent of a parent or legal guardian. Consent 
must bear the Seal of a County Official, 
a Notary Seal is unacceptable. 


Proof of Age: 

Proof of age will be required of any 
persons of questionable legal age - such as 
a Birth Certificate, Baptismal or Selective 
Service Card. A driver’s license is not 
acceptable.

Medical Examination: 

- All persons desiring to marry must, with- 
in fifteen days prior to applying for license, 
be examined by a duly licensed Illinois 
physician as tothe existence or non-existence 
of any venereal disease. They shall present, 
for filing with the County Clerk: 1. a phy- 
sician’s certificate setting forth that such 
person is free from venereal disease as 
nearly as can be determined by a thorough 
physical examination; 2. Attached to that, 
a negative laboratory report from an ap- 
proved Illinois laboratory. 


Qualifications - Non-Residents 

Non-residents must comply with the re- 
quirements of their respective states. Non- 
residents requiring parental or legal guar- 
dian consent must obtain a sworn statement 
before the County Clerk of their respective 
county and have the Seal of the County 
Clerk on the consent for presentation, or 
parent or legal guardian may accompany 
said minor to this office to give consent. 
A notarized consent will not be accepted. 
Non-residents who are examined by a phy- 
sician from other states may obtain re- 
quired [Illinois forms from the office of the 
County Clerk, Perry County Courthouse, 
Pinckneyville, [llinois 62274, 


Non-Residents Must: 

1. Present a physician’s certificate for 
both male and female. 

2. Present a laboratory report from their 


respective State Board of Health, which is 
located in that State’s Capitol. 

Laboratory reports from the laboratories 
of the military branches of the U. S. Public 
Health Service, District of Columbia or City 
of New York will be accepted. 


General Information About Obtaining 
a Delayed Birth. Certificate 


When a person has checked with the 
County Clerk’s Office for a birth certifi- 
cate and finds that it was not recorded, 
then an application for a delayed birth 
certificate can be applied for. At least 
two (2) proofs must accompany the ap- 
plication which states the name of the child, 
date of birth, place of birth, name of the 
father and maiden name of the mother. 
These proofs can be an old family Bible, 
a baptismal certificate if the child was bap- 
tized before the age of 10 years, a school 
record, an affidavit of a relative that is 
older or if parents are living, they can sign 
the affidavit, or acertified copy of a marriage 
application of the person who is applying 
for the birth certificate. 

After the application for the delayed birth 
certificate has been filled out and properly 
attested to, it is submitted to the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics at Springfield. If all the 
information is in proper form, the delayed 
birth certificate is issued and returned to the 
County Clerk’s Office and filed in the De- 
layed Birth Records. 


Birth, Death and Marriage Records 


The County Clerk’s Office is the keeper 
of birth, death and marriage records and the 
only place a certified copy of the same can 
be secured. A certified copy of either costs 
$2.00 payable in advance. 


County Jail 


No accurate date has been found that can 
establish the real age of the Perry County 
Jail. It has been established beyond any doubt 
though that the Jail is well.over one hundred 
years old and is among the oldest in the 
State. 

For many years, the Jail was considered 
an ancient structure beyond repairs andcon- 
siderable upkeep and maintenance was re- 
quired. Several Grand Jurys investigations 
recommended building a new Jail which would 
have cost several hundred thousand dollars. 

To date, our Jail meets nearly ali State 
and Federal requirements for safety. Our 
present Board of Commissioners John Red- 
nour, Chairman (D), Vallie West (D) and 
Vic Provart (D) members undertook the task 
of renovation and remodeling the Jail. To 
date, the exterior has been tuck pointed, 
a new roof for the outside. Inside, a com- 
plete overhaul was made, the Sheriff’s resi- 
dence was moved out, full time jailers 
now keep constant survellance on. prisoners. 

The County Radio services for police, 
fire and other emergencies are located in 
the County Jail building. The Board of 
Commissioners authorized the purchase of 
new modern monitoring equipment. The 


General Assistance Office was moved to the 
Jail saving taxpayers several thousands of 


dollars being paid out for rent. 


The inside of the Jail has. completely 
- been repaired and renovation to meet all 
requirements now required to operate. The 
County Board should be commended for their 
foresight in undertaking the renovation and 
saving the taxpayers several hundred thou- 


sand dollars.
